Dropping F grade from GPA > 


had pitfalls and advantages : 


A COURIER reporter’s recent 
research into the causes of grade 
inflation at Clarke has uncovered 
the fact that the cause is not easy 
Srading, but a liberalized approach 
to education and major policy 
changes instituted during the latter 
part of the 1960s. 

The COURIER strongly applauds 
the testing of ideas rather than 
specifics, although it does not deny 
that specifics are a must in some 
areas. 

The testing of ideas develops the 
person’s deductive abilities and 
prepares him-her for the outside 
world where connecting ideas and 
seeing their relationship, not 
specifics, is the general rule. 

The policy changes are the S-U 
option, the ability to withdraw from 
4 course one week prior to the first 
day of final examinations, and the 
dropping of the F grade. 

The S-U option was implemented 
in 1971. According to. the 1976-1978 
Clarke catalog,'S stands for C level 
work or above, credit being received 
for the course, but points not 
counted. 

A U is D-F work, no credits are 
received and the hours attempted 
not counted into the average. The F 
grade is also dropped under the 
letter grading system. 

The chief contributor to the grade 
inflation is the dropping of the F 
grade and not counting it when 
averaging the GPA. 

Aside from causing the grade 
inflation, the dropping of F’s may 
seem an unfair practice to students 
who get C’s because when the grades 
are averaged, the GPA of the C 
student is much lower than the GPA 
of the F student. 

This is the pitfall of the dropping of 
the F system. However, its ad- 
vantage outweighs the seemingly 
unfair practice. 

Since course requirements have 
been relaxed at Clarke, students can 


choose from a variety of courses. 
Taking advantage of this 
liberalization, an unconscientious 
student can take a full load of very 
easy courses in which she is sure to 
get A’s and B’s. A conscientious 
student, on the other hand, may 
attempt demanding courses for 
which she has no aptitude. If the 
system of dropping F’s is abolished, 
the GPA of the unconscientious 
student will be much higher than the 
GPA of the conscientious student 
who took the hard courses for the 
sake of knowledge. This means

A safeguard under the dropping of 
F’s system is that a student who 
drops more than four credit hours 
will be put on probation. This deters 
an unconscientious student from 
dropping all the courses in which she 
fears she will not get good grades. 

The grade inflation will therefore 
be a hard issue to tackle. It is like the 
rain that rains for the good — it also 
wets the bad.
